The  intersection  across  from 
the  Roxbury  Crossing  T-station 
was  a  microcosm  of  Boston 
politics  on  September  3  as  locals 

showed  their  colors  for  the  up¬ 
coming  September  22  Mayoral 
election.  Signs  for  the  incumbent 
Mayor  Menino  clashed  with 
supporters  of  newcomers  Sam 
Yoon,  Michael  Flaherty  and 
Kevin  McCrea. 

Seated  along  a  high  table 
in  a  row  of  four,  the  Roxbury 
debate  provided  an  opportunity 
for  the  candidates  to  set  them¬ 
selves  apart  from  their  competi¬ 
tors  and  a  chance  for  Bostonians 
to  discern  the  differences  in  the 
candidates'  policies  and  political 
outlooks. 

Questions  were  posed  to 
the  four  politicians  by  a  panel  of 
Boston  community  figures  in¬ 
cluding  Kathy  Brown  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Tenants  Coalition,  Rahsaan 
Hall  of  the  Lawyers'  Committee 
for  Civil  Rights,  and  Michael 
Curry  of  the  NAACP.  Debate 
goers  were  also  invited  to  pose 
questions  to  the  candidates 
through  index  cards  collected 
by  event  staff.  Ten  minutes  were 
reserved  at  the  end  of  the  debate 
for  the  submitted  questions. 

The  debate  began  with  can¬ 
didates  introducing  their  reasons 
for  running  for  Mayor.  Kevin 
McCrea,  a  Boston  businessman, 
started  by  addressing  Boston  as 
a  multicultural  city,  saying  hello 
in  a  list  of  different  languages 
including  Mandarin  and  Can¬ 
tonese.  "We  need  a  mayor  who 
can  address  the  problems  of  the 
city  honestly,”  he  said,  "1  fought 
the  city  for  four  years  for  greater 
transparency  ''  McCrea  followed 
bv  citing  his  'Total  Transpar¬ 
ency'  project  to  give  access  to  all 


government  documents,  income 
and  expenses  to  Boston  citizens. 

"Why  am  I  running  for  anoth¬ 
er  term?"  asked  incumbent  Mayor 
Menino,  "Boston  is  a  city  I'm  very 
proud  of.  And  how  do  we  make 
Boston  a  better  city?  Through 
children.  We  need  to  improve 
our  school  system. . .  we  need 
to  create  affordable  housing. . . 
we  need  to  make  our  city  safer." 
Menino  introduced  his  plan  to 
turn  "Beantown  into  Greentown," 
transforming  blue-collar  jobs  into 
environmental  green-collar  jobs. 

"Boston  is  stuck  in  neutral," 
said  City  Councilor  Michael  Fla¬ 
herty,  "We  boast  of  having  the 
best  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  world  but  when  it  comes  to 
Boston  public  schools  we're  not 
so  boastful.  We're  failing  our  chil¬ 
dren."  Flaherty  also  expressed  his 
frustration  with  construction  jobs 
going  to  out-of-state  firms  and 
support  of  the  Boston  Jobs  policy 
that  calls  for  "at  least  50%  of  jobs 
in  the  city  going  to  Boston  resi¬ 
dents,  at  least  25%  to  minorities 
and  10%  to  women." 

Councilor-at-Large  Sam  Yoon 
stood  up  to  address  the  crowd. 
"The  system  of  city  government 
we  have  now  is  broken,"  he  said. 
The  first  Asian  American  candi¬ 
date  for  Mayor  of  Boston,  Coun¬ 
cilor  Yoon  was  bom  in  South  Ko¬ 
rea  but  came  to  the  country  "as  an 
immigrant."  He  cited  ten  years' 
experience  working  in  urban 
education  and  Asian  American 
community  groups  as  proof  of  his 
commitment  to  improving  Boston 
schools.  "We  have  a  system  that 
concentrates  too  much  power  into 
the  hands  of...  the  Mayor,"  Yoon 
said,  a  belief  that  would  become  a 
theme  in  the  debate,  "and  1  want 
to  work  with  you  to  change  it." 

On  neighborhood  develop¬ 
ment,  Menino  cited  his  adminis¬ 


tration's  creation  of  six  to  seven 
thousand  new  unites  of  afford¬ 
able  housing  in  the  city  and  his 
plans  to  expand  housing  for  the 
homeless.  McFlaherty  raised  the 
damaging  effects  of  predatory 

loans  and  tire  need  for  three  and 
four  bedroom  family  housing. 

Yoon  criticized  Mayor  Me¬ 
nino' s  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  "The  BRA  needs  to 
be  eliminated. . .  it  operates  out¬ 
side  of  normal  government  and 
doesn't  share  information."  Mc¬ 
Crea  also  cited  his  early  belief 
that  the  BRA  should  be  eliminat¬ 
ed  as  well  as  his  own  building  of 
affordable  housing  even  beyond 
the  city's  requirements. 

Concerning  Boston's  work¬ 
force,  Flaherty  called  for  increas¬ 
ing  awareness  of  new  green 
jobs  through  education  through 
his  'Green  Corps'  job  program. 
Yoon  stressed  city  government's 
need  to  enforce  laws  and  restric¬ 
tions  for  contractors,  "shaming" 
those  who  do  not  comply.  Mc¬ 
Crea  expressed  his  frustration 
with  politicians  who  criticize 
these  policies  yet  in  reality  still 
fail  to  enforce  them.  He  also 
noted  that  the  BRA  itself  does 
not  comply  with  the  Boston  Jobs 
policy  requirements. 

On  Boston's  world-class 
hospitals  and  universities. 
Councilor  Yoon  stressed  trans¬ 
parency  and  oversight  of  tax 
systems,  saying  that  though 
these  institutions  do  not  pay  city 
taxes,  they  must  work  with  the 
city  in  "partnership"  to  improve 
the  lives  of  Boston's  residents. 

McCrea  emphasized  his 
belief  in  universal  healthcare. 

"  [Our  current  system]  is  a  moral 
tragedy,"  the  candidate  said, 
"I'm  going  to  make  sure  that 
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What  do  you  hove  against 
my  now  bog?  It's  not  liko 
I'm  spending  YOUR  money. 


But  your  bog  doesn't  do 
anything  --  it's  a  sac  with 
maybe  one  extra  pocket 
inside  —  if  you" re  lucky.

people  know  we  need  a 
better  healthcare  system 
in  this  country."  Mayor 
Menino  noted  his  work  on 
racial  disparity  in  health¬ 
care. 

Flaherty  brought  up 
Menino's  failure  to  put 
Boston  elderly  population 
onto  Medicare,  "a  move 
that  would  save  [Boston] 
billions  of  dollars."  The 
issue  is  about  "negotiating 
the  best  possible  qual¬ 
ity  healthcare  at  a  lower 
cost,"  the  candidate  said. 

Kathy  Brown  raised 
the  question  of  how  to 
improve  the  issue  of 
homelessness  in  Boston. 
McCrea  said  that  the  issue 
"comes  back  to  housing 
issues...  We  need  to  build 
more  housing,"  noting 
empty  lots  throughout  the 
city,  including  Roxbury. 
The  candidate  said  that 
developers  like  himself 
can  buy  the  lots,  building 
new  housing  and  creating 
new  jobs  in  the  process. 

He  linked  housing  issues 
to  corruption  on  the  part 
of  Mayor  Menino  and  the 
BRA. 

Mayor  Menino  did  not 
respond  to  the  criticisms, 
but  said  that  though 
homelessness  is  a  grow¬ 
ing  problem  in  the  city, 
his  administration's  poli¬ 
cies  have  been  effective  in 
curbing  the  problem. 

Candidate  Yoon  noted 
his  own  previous  experi¬ 


ence  with  developing 
homeless  shelters.  "We 
have  to  integrate  these 
people  into  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods"  through  working 
with  non-profits  and  pri¬ 
vate  organizations.  Yoon 
grew  impassioned  in  his 
critique  of  the  singular 
power  of  the  mayor  and 
the  frustrations  of  bureau¬ 
cratic  politics,  to  applause 
from  the  audience. 

Though  the  challeng¬ 
ing  candidates  differ  in 
their  approaches,  Yoon, 
McCrea  and  Flaherty  seem 
united  in  their  opposition 
to  what  they  see  as  the 
corruption,  inefficiency, 
and  lack  of  transparency 
within  the  Menino  admin¬ 
istration.  The  BRA  drew 
criticism  from  both  Mc¬ 
Crea  and  Yoon  as  exem¬ 
plifying  Menino's  lack  of 
commitment  to  communi¬ 
ty  development,  diversity 
and  openness. 

Throughout  the 
debate,  candidates  Mc¬ 
Crea  and  Yoon  drew 
widespread  applause  for 
their  clear  stances  against 
current  administration 
policies,  though  some 
members  of  the  audience 
were  attracted  to  Menino's 
stability  and  familiarity. 

The  2009  Boston  May- 
oral  Forums  will  continue 
with  a  September  17  can¬ 
didate  debate  at  English 
High  School,  Jamaica 
Plain  from  6:30  to  8:00 
p.m.

Chinatown  News

The  number  of  violent 
and  property  crimes  in  Chi¬ 
natown  has  decreased  for 
two  consecutive  months.  In 
the  past  month,  a  total  of  26 
crimes  were  reported  to  the 
Boston  Police  Department, 
down  from  32  in  July  and 
29  in  June. 

The  city's  Community 
Service  Sergeant  Tom  Lema 
presented  the  latest  crime 
numbers  at  the  Chinatown 
Safety  Committee  meeting 
on  September  2.  He  said 
in  August,  Chinatown  ex¬ 
perienced  only  one  sexual 
assault  and  18  larcenies. 

Lema  said  the  sexual 
assault  case  is  still  under 
investigation.  According  to 
him,  both  individuals  are 
homeless,  and  the  victim 
has  given  two  different  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  story. 

"I  think  it's  going  to 
take  some  time  to  really 
piece  out  what  actually 
happened,"  Lema  said. 

There  were  no  homi¬ 
cide,  burglary,  and  auto 
theft  reports  in  August, 
but  Chinatown's  robber¬ 
ies  inched  up  slightly  to  5. 
Some  of  the  robberies  oc¬ 
curred  in  daytime. 

Five  car  breaks  were 
reported  in  Chinatown  last 
month,  down  from  9  a  year 
ago,  according  to  Lema.  He 
said  three  GPS  devices,  one 
MP3  player,  and  personal 
cash  of  $1000  were  taken 
in  the  five  reported  car 
breaks.  Lema  suggested

people  take  out  all  proper¬ 
ties  such  as  GPS  devices, 
MP3  players,  luggage,  and 
computers  when  leaving 
the  car. 

Many  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  and  frequenters  say 
they  are  very  pleased  with 
Chinatown's  safety  and 
have  seen  great  changes 
taking  place  in  the  enclave. 

Having  grown  up  in 
Chinatown,  Pamela  Lee 
from  South  Cove  Commu¬ 
nity  Health  Center  said  she 
feels  safe  in  Chinatown. 
She  also  said  sometimes 
crimes  such  as  car  breaks 
do  happen,  but  if  people 
are  more  cautious  and  do 
not  leave  their  properties 
out  as  Lema  said,  things 
will  improve. 

Xinyu  Liu,  who  works 
at  Downtown  Crossing, 
said  she  never  leaves  any¬ 
thing  in  a  car  -  no  matter 
if  she's  in  Chinatown  or 
somewhere  else.  She  said 
it's  common  sense  for  ev¬ 
eryone  to  do  so  to  avoid 

car  brealcs. 

Liu  also  said  she  feels 


absolutely  fine  with  China¬ 
town  during  the  daytime, 
but  it  is  a  little  "scary"  at 
night. 

Laura  Lo  agrees.  Lo 
commutes  often  between 
Boston  and  New  York 
City.  She  said  she  prefers 
Boston  Chinatown  to  New 
York  Chinatown  because 
the  Boston  one  is  cleaner, 
more  organized,  and  more 
importantly,  safer.  But  she 
admits  that  the  fairly  big 
number  of  homeless  peo¬ 
ple  in  Boston  Chinatown 
draws  her  away  at  night 
from  the  place  that  she  is 
very  comfortable  with  in 
the  day. 

Ginny  Tseng  thinks  the 
shelter  in  Chinatown  is  the 
major  reason  that  keeps 
her  away  from  Chinatown 
at  night.  The  graduate 
student  said  some  people 
there  are  very  "weird." 

Annie  Wang  agreed 
that  some  of  the  people 
around  the  shelter  may 
stare  at  others  and  it  is 

better  for  girls  not  to 
visit  there  alone  at  night. 


But  she  also  said  she  has 
witnessed  great  improve¬ 
ments  in  Chinatown's 
safety  issues  during  her 
4-year  stay  in  Boston. 

A  total  of  2571  crimes 
have  been  reported  so 
far  this  year  in  the  city's 
Area  A-l,  which  includes 
Charlestown,  North  End, 
West  End,  Beacon  Hill, 
Government  Center, 
Financial  District,  China¬ 
town,  Bay  Village,  and 
Midtown.  During  the  same 
period  last  year,  121  more 
or  2692  reports  of  Area  A-l 
were  received  by  Boston 
police. 

There  were  338  re¬ 
ported  crimes  in  Area  A-l 
in  August,  up  from  306  in 
July,  but  still  50  fewer  than 
a  year  earlier. 

Chinatown  received 
215.  reports  in  all  from 
January  to  August  this 
year,  36  fewer  than  during 
the  same  period  last  year. 

It  accounts  for  8  percent 
of  the  reported  crimes  in 
Area  A-l.  Homicide,  rob¬ 
bery,  burglary,  larceny, 
and  auto  theft  were  all 
down  for  the  year  in  Chi¬ 
natown.  Financial  District 
tops  the  list  with  735,  or 
about  28  percent  of  the  all 
the  crimes  reported  year  to 
date.  Bay  Village  remains 
to  have  the  least  reported 
crimes  every  month.  The 
number  amounts  to  70  at 
the  end  of  last  month.  Chi¬ 
natown  holds  the  5th  place

in  terms  of  the  number  of 
crimes  in  Area  A-l  from 
January  to  August  this 
year,  and  during  the  same 
period  of  time  last  year, 
Chinatown  was  in  the  4th 
place. 

State  policeman 
Lieutenant  Warren  Yee 
briefed  the  attendees  on 
the  coming  23rd  training 
conference  of  Benevolent 
Asian  Jade  Society  of 
New  England.  Yee  serves 
as  the  president  of  the 
society,  whose  member¬ 
ship  consists  of  area  law 
enforcement  officers.

es.  For  the  fourth  year, 
volunteers  both  young  and 
old  worked  together  to 
transform  a  vacant  lot  into 
an  outdoor  theater  space. 

Proceeds  from  the 
event  went  to  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Center  program  Asian 
Voices  of  Organized  Youth 
for  Community  Empower¬ 
ment  (A-VOYCE),  whose 
volunteer  service  and 
dedication  made  the  event 
possible.  A-VOYCE  brings 
high  school  students  to¬ 
gether  to  use  their  voices 
in  affecting  positive  change

member  and  sophomore  at 
Brandeis  University  Adam 
Chow  returned  to  ACDC 
as  an  intern. 

"I'm  interested  in  get¬ 
ting  more  in  touch  with 
my  Chinese  culture  be¬ 
cause  I  grew  up  in  a  very 
Jewish  neighborhood.  I 
helped  last  year.  Films  at 
the  Gate  brings  in  many 
tourists.  It  also  shows  how 
space  can  be  utilized." 

This  year's  feature 
films  included  A  Chinese 
Ghost  Story  (1987),  Fist  of 
Legend  (1994),  and  Shaolin 
Soccer  (2001).  Saturday 
night's  show,  which  was 
scheduled  to  take  place 
at  the  Rose  Fitzgerald 
Kennedy  Greenway,  was 
canceled  due  to  rain  but 
would  have  featured 
Drunken  Master  (1978). 

ACDC  Youth  Program 
Coordinator  Shawn  Ta 
said,  "Some  of  our  audi¬ 
ence  is  the  elderly  resi¬ 
dents.  It  brings  back  the 
history  that  has  been  lost. 
There  used  to  be  Chinese 


cinemas  in  Chinatown. 
Many  people  have  stopped 
going  to  the  theater.  People 
have  a  space  to  gather  and 
an  empty  space  like  this 
brings  people  together. 
People  here  are  horn  four 
to  five  years  old  to  their 
70s  and  80s." 

Though  this  year's 
Films  at  the  Gate  was  still  a 
success,  ACDC  Communi¬ 
cations  Manager  Catherine 
Lim  explained  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  sponsorship.  As 
an  intern,  Lim  worked  on 
the  project  last  year  and 
she  took  full  lead  this  year 
as  coordinator  of  Films  at 
the  Gate. 

"We  were  having  trou¬ 
ble  with  sponsors  this  year. 
We  normally  have  a  lot 
more  sponsors.  We  tried 
to  reach  out  to  local  busi¬ 
nesses  in  and  around  Chi¬ 
natown  and  the  economy 
had  forced  everyone  to  be 
tighter  with  their  budgets.

We  just  may  have  set 
ourselves  up  for  a  tough 
year  in  sponsorship  and 
weather."

Sam  Davol  and  his  wife 
Leslie  are  volunteer  pro¬ 
ducers  of  Films  at  the  Gate 
and  have  been  involved 
since  the  beginning  of 
the  project.  On  www. 
filmsatthegate.org  where 
you  can  order  silkscreen 
t-shirts  and  learn  more 
about  the  event,  Davol 
wrote  on  Sunday  night, 
"We're  all  sitting  in  the 
middle  of  Chinatown  Park, 
half  way  through  our  last 
film,  and  there  isn't  an 
empty  chair  in  the  house."

Quick  tips  for 
a  healthy  heart

You  probably  can't  watch 
the  national  evening  news  for  an 
entire  week  without  finding  out 
some  new  information  about  car¬ 
diovascular  disease.  The  truth  is, 
we  get  bombarded  with  different 
pieces  of  information  about  how 
to  take  care  of  our  hearts:  do  this, 
eat  that,  don't  drink  this,  avoid 
that.  It  can  be  overwhelming! 
The  truth  is  that  there  is  so  much 
to  process,  and  it  is  unrealistic  to 
expect  to  incorporate  all  of  these 
health  tips  into  your  everyday 
life.  So,  let's  get  to  the  basics. 

Cardiovascular  disease. 

You  hear  it  all  the  time,  but  may 
not  know  what  exactly  it  refers 
to.  The  truth  is  that  it  is  a  very 
broad  term  for  various  problems 
that  can  arise  in  the  heart  or  in 
the  blood  vessels  (the  arteries 
and  veins  that  carry  blood  to  and 
from  your  heart).  As  you  prob¬ 
ably  know,  the  heart  is  a  blood 
pump  that  supplies  oxygen  to 
the  rest  of  the  body  necessary  for 
the  brain,  internal  organs,  and 
muscles  to  function  properly. 
Cardiovascular  diseases  result 
in  a  compromise  of  the  heart's 
ability  to  pump,  such  as  in  the 
case  of  coronary  artery  disease 
(narrowing  of  the  arteries  sup¬ 
plying  the  heart)  and  hyperten¬ 
sion  (caused  by  high  blood  pres¬ 
sure).  Problems  of  this  nature 
have  very  serious  implications  as 
exemplified  by  the  fact  that  ap¬ 
proximately  one-third  of  deaths 
in  the  United  States  are  claimed 
by  cardiovascular  disease. 

Below  are  a  few  simple  life¬ 
style  tips  that  are  very  important 
for  not  just  preventing  heart  dis¬ 
ease,  but  for  feeling  healthy  and 
energetic  as  well! 

1.  Eat  low  fat,  low  choles¬ 
terol  foods.  This  might  not  even 
mean  a  complete  change  to  your 
diet,  but  making  some  simple 
changes,  such  as  trimming  the 
fat  from  meat  and  the  skin  from 
chicken  when  cooking,  buying 
low  fat  milk  and  cheeses  in  the 
grocery  store,  and  substituting 
that  midday  snack  of  chips  or 
cookies  with  a  fruits  or  vegeta¬ 
bles. 

2.  Exercise.  This  is  one 
we  do  hear  all  the  time,  but  it  is 
easier  said  than  done,  right?  It  is 
important  to  keep  in  mind  that 
any  amount  of  physical  activity 
is  better  than  none  at  all.  This 
does  not  have  to  mean  jogging 
or  going  to  the  gym.  Simple, 
everyday  changes  such  as  taking 
the  stairs  instead  of  the  elevator, 
taking  a  short  walk  during  your 
lunch  break  at  work,  or  doing 
some  sit-ups  or  push  ups  when 
you  wake  up  in  the  morning  are 
just  a  few  ideas.  Remember  that 
any  exercise  is  beneficial  to  your 
heart! 

3.  Track  your  blood  pres¬ 
sure  and  cholesterol.  If  you 
don't  know  these  numbers  al¬ 
ready,  then  it  would  be  a  good 
idea  to  find  them  out  the  next 
time  you  visit  your  doctor.  In 
general,  you  want  to  have  a  to¬ 
tal  cholesterol  under  200  and  a 
blood  pressure  around  120/80. 
Discussions  of  these  numbers 
with  your  doctor  will  allow  you 
to  be  more  proactive  for  your 
own  health.  Remember  that  eat¬ 
ing  low  salt,  low  sodium  foods 
helps  to  lower  and  prevent  high 


blood  pressure,  while  low  fat, 
low  cholesterol  foods  help  to 
lower  and  prevent  high  choles¬ 
terol. 

4.  Maintain  a  healthy 
weight.  As  we  all  know,  this  one 
can  be  very  difficult  to  achieve. 

In  many  doctors'  offices  and 
gyms,  there  is  a  chart  that  shows 
you  what  a  health  weight  is  for 
different  heights.  It  is  good  to 
look  at  this  chart  and  see  what 
the  healthy  weight  range  is 

for  you.  If  you  are  within  that 
range,  then  you  work  to  main¬ 
tain  that  weight,  and  if  you  are 
over  your  healthy  weight,  then 
you  can  set  a  long-term  goal  to 
reach  that  weight  range.  Mak¬ 
ing  nutritional  food  choices  and 
exercising  daily  will  help  you  to 
achieve  these  goals. 

5.  Don't  smoke.  Many 
people  think  that  smoking  is  just 
harmful  because  of  its  increased 
risk  for  lung  cancer.  The  truth  is 
that  smoking  increases  risk  for  a 
large  number  of  diseases  includ¬ 
ing  cardiovascular  disease.  Quit¬ 
ting  smoking  provides  immedi¬ 
ate  health  benefits,  and  it  is  never 
too  late  to  quit. 

We  know  too  much  about 
cardiovascular  disease  to  let  it 
affect  as  many  people  as  it  does. 
Making  some  simple  changes 
will  decrease  your  risk  for  car¬ 
diovascular  disease  and  set  the 
right  example  for  your  family 
on  how  to  take  care  of  your  own 
health.  Start  today!

Social  change

A  very  influential  figure  in 
American  society  once  recalled 
in  his  autobiography,  titled  My 
Life,  that 

"...sometime  in  mv  six¬ 
teenth  year  I  decided  I  wanted 
to  be  in  public  life  as  an  elected 
official.  I  loved  music  and 
thought  I  could  be  very  good, 
but  I  knew  I  would  never  be 
John  Coltrane  or  Stan  Getz.  I 
was  interested  in  medicine  and 
thought  I  could  be  a  fine  doc¬ 
tor,  but  I  knew  I  would  never 
be  Michael  DeBakey.  But  I 
knew  I  could  be  great  in  public 
service..." 

This  figure  turned  out  to  be 
the  42nd  President  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  of  America,  William 
Jefferson  "Bill"  Clinton.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  Mr.  Clinton's  words 
reflect  many  of  my  own  future 
goals  and  ambitions.  Though  I 
am  only  sixteen  years  old,  still 
very  much  a  young  man  in  the 
eyes  of  most,  1  have  already 
decided  to  devote  at  least  a  few 
years  of  my  life  to  public  ser¬ 
vice.  I  don't  believe  that  public 
service  is  a  popular  topic  here 
in  Needham,  Massachusetts. 
Many  of  the  kids  here,  though 


definitely  not  all,  are  more 
concentrated  on  materialistic 
matters  than  finding  time  to 
give  back  to  the  public.  Living 
in  such  a  privileged  town  has 
shown  me  what  I  don't  want 
to  do  with  my  life,  and  what 
I  hope  to  accomplish  in  my 
future.  Whether  that  means 
working  in  the  field  of  politics, 
working  as  an  attorney  for  the 
Department  of  Justice,  or  edu¬ 
cating  the  youth  of  our  nation,  I 
hope  to  work  a  job  that  touches 
and  affects  the  lives  of  many. 

I  want  to  do  something  that  is 
relevant  to  the  world,  and  fight 
for  social  change  and  social 
justice  so  that  we  can  hopefully 
better  the  lives  of  all  humans  in 
our  nation,  and  eventually,  the 
whole  world. 

This  summer,  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  intern  at  the 
Massachusetts  branch  of  the 
national  grassroots  organiza¬ 
tion  called  Jobs  with  Justice  as 
a  summer  organizer.  Jobs  with 
Justice  is  a  coalition  of  com¬ 
munity  based  groups  working 
together  to  improve  the  lives  of 
the  working  class  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  Though  my  time 
at  Jobs  with  Justice  has  sadly 
drawn  to  an  end,  I  believe  that 
I  have  learned  much  from  my 
experience  this  summer.  Per¬ 
haps  the  greatest  lesson  I  have 
learned  is  the  true  power  and 
importance  of  social  change. 

I  believe  that  social  change  is 
necessary  for  the  betterment  of 
human  character  and  of  man¬ 
kind  as  a  whole.  It  motivates 
us  not  to  simply  settle  for  the 
injustices  we  are  left  with  and 

rallies  us  in  solidarity  to  pursue 
the  changes  we  believe  are  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  improvement  of 
mankind  as  a  whole.  We  fight 
for  something  much  greater 
than  ourselves  in  that  our  goal 
is  not  just  to  improve  our  own 
lives,  but  rather  the  many  lives 
that  make  up  the  communities. 
By  uniting  for  a  common  cause, 
we  also  learn  to  forget  the  dif¬ 
ferences  that  have  set  us  apart 
in  the  past.  We  see  past  the  skin 
color,  the  religion,  the  sexual¬ 
ity,  and  the  other  factors  that 
would  have  normally  divided 
us  in  the  past.  Instead,  we  see 
each  other  for  what  we  truly 
are,  human  beings  coexisting  in 
a  society  that  desperately  needs 
improvement. 

The  concept  of  solidarity 
really  amazed  me.  In  an  ideal 
situation,  solidarity  would  suc¬ 
cessfully  integrate  and  bring 
together  different  communities 
to  fight  for  social  change.  For 
example,  if  a  community  based 
group  such  as  the  Chinese  Pro¬ 
gressive  Association  shows  its 
support  for  a  local  union  like 
the  International  Brotherhood 
of  Electrical  Workers  (IBEW) 
during  a  strike  or  protest,  then 
they  can  expect  in  turn  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  same  support  from 
IBEW  during  their  own  rallies. 
In  this  case,  two  fairly  differ¬ 
ent  groups  are  able  to  support 
each  other  and  unite  together 
in  their  times  of  need.  Even  if 
their  respective  goals  are  not 
achieved,  they  are  able  to  gain 
the  support  of  another  crucial 
ally.  Social  change  also  brings 
together  people  from  different 
social  classes.

While  many  people 
realized  their  dream  of 
homeownership  a  few 
years  ago  during  the 
housing  boom,  many 
others  were  left  with 
mortgages  they  couldn't 
afford.

"There 
are  many  legitimate 
lenders  out  there,  so  it  is 
important  to  be  able  to 
identify  which  are  there 
to  really  help  you  and 
which  ones  are  there  to 
help  themselves,"  said 
Thomas  R.  Gleason,  the 
Executive  Director  of 
MassHousing. 

For  instance,  most 
legitimate  lenders  offer: 

o  Programs  for 
lower-income  borrow¬ 
ers 

o  Approval  with 
established  credit 

o  Fixed  interest 
rates  for  financing 

o  First-time 
homebuyer  educational 
and  financial  programs 
and  workshops 

o  Access  to  hous¬ 
ing  counseling  agencies 
free  of  charge  or  for  low 
fees, 

o  Education  on 
how  to  avoid  foreclo¬ 
sure 

According  to  Glea¬ 
son  from  MassHousing, 
some  of  the  most  com¬ 
mon  fraudulent  scams 
include: 

1.  Some  so-called 
rescue  companies  are 
charging  thousands  of 
dollars,  claiming  they 
will  modify  customer 
loans  under  the  new 
Obama  housing  relief 
plan.  The  Obama  plan 
does  not  require  such 
payments. 

2.  Scam  artists  mas¬ 
querade  as  legitimate 
housing  counselors  and 
present  you  with  what 
appears  to  be  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  refinancing, 
but  it's  actually  a  trans¬ 


fer  of  title  to  deprive 
you  of  your  home. 

3.  Someone  offers 
to  buy  your  distressed 
home  cheaply  and  rent 
it  back  to  you.  They 
promise  that  once  you 
get  your  finances  in 
order,  you  can  buy 

it  back.  The  con  man 
usually  strips  your 
home's  equity  and  cre¬ 
ates  lease  terms  you 
can't  meet,  evicting 
you. 

4.  An  alleged  res¬ 
cuer  charges  you  an 
up-front  fee,  some¬ 
times  thousands  of 
dollars,  to  negotiate  a 
deal  with  your  lender. 
They  promise  to  han¬ 
dle  all  the  details  for 
you  and  tell  you  not 
to  contact  your  lender, 
lawyer  or  credit  coun¬ 
selor.  You  make  your 
mortgage  payments  to 
the  middleman,  but  he 
soon  disappears  along 
with  your  money.  If 
you  don't  understand 
the  terms  or  have  dif¬ 
ficulties  with  the  lan¬ 
guage,  come  back  with 
a  trusted  interpreter. 

"Unfortunately, 
sometimes  homeown¬ 
ers  feel  uneasy  about 
talking  to  their  mort¬ 
gage  lenders  directly, 
especially  when  they 
are  facing  problems", 

said  Gleason  from 

MassHousing.  "Your 
lender  is  the  first  per¬ 
son  you  should  con¬ 
tact  if  you're  having 
trouble  meeting  your 
mortgage.  Always 
open  the  mail  and 
answer  the  calls  from 
your  lender,"  Gleason 
added. 

This  expert  also 
recommends  not  to 
sign  paperwork  if 
you  haven't  had  time 
to  look  over  or  don't 
understand  it.  "Never 
sign  anything  without 
the  advice  of  a  good 
attorney,"  Gleason 
said.
